SUICIDE OF LIEUTENANT VANOE. 


WirTH his career as a soldier ended, his honor as a 
gentleman impugned and his hopes in life blasted, 
Lieut. Capers D. Vance yesterday took arms 
the sea of trouble that overwhelmed him, and 
ended all by sending s bullet through his brain. | 

Before retiring on Fridav night the Lieutenant 
told his servant or “striker” that he need not 
him in the morning, but as the officer had not made 
his appearance at 10 o’cleck, the servant went to 
the door of his room at quarters No. 2 and knocked. 
eng te J no response, but hearing someone groan- 
Ang faintly in the apartment, the “striker ” retired 
and notified severai soldiers that something was 
wrong in the officer’s room. Thay returned with 
bim and on forcing the door open found Lieut. 
Vance dressed in full uniform lying stretched upon 
the floor. A pool of blood at his head and a revol- 
ver iying near his right hand told the whole 
story. He was unconseious, but his feeble groaning 
indicated that life was not extinct, and while some 
gently lifted the wounded man upon bis bed, others 
ran for Drs. Heigman and Kendall, the post sur- 

ns. who were soon at the scene. They found 
that Vance bad stood in the middle of the room, 
placed the muzzle of a 45-calibre bull dog revolver 
against bis head and fired. The bullet entered the 
right side of the head, about an inch above the ear, 
and passing through the brain, came out on a line 
with the point of entrance, but about an inch nearer 
the forehead. 

The shot had evidently been fired shortly after 9 
o’clock, and the physicians at once pronounced the 
wound fatal. Everything possible was done for the 
unfortunate man, dut he never ned conscious- 
ness, and hour after hour lay on the bed, an occas- 
ional moan or movement of the head being the only 
evidences that he was alive. The attendants ex- 
pected him to die in a very short time, but the man's 
wonderful vitality was surprising, and Jast evening 


when a Gerald reporter visi the quarters, his 
condition was ap ntly unchan , although 
the physicians shook their heads and said that death 


must ensue in a few hours at most. 

The news of the awful affair created a profound 
sensation, both at the fort and in the city. Vanoe’s 
fellow officers did not seem greatly shocked ; but it 
was plainly evident even to a casual observer, that 
the enlisted men felt the deepest sympathy for the 
Lieutenant. - The news created almost as much stir 
in town, and during the afternoon several of the 
officer’s civilian friends went out te the fort to see 
him. 

On Friday night a ball was given at the post. 
Vance knew all the members of the company, and 
many of them had been his intimate friends and as- 
sociates. While they were enjoying themselves he 
remained in his room, shut out frum the world, 
ostracized and unnoticed. Hecould hear the music 
and see the dancers, and doubtless his mind went 
back to brighter days. Then he looked ahead and 
saw nothing in the future but dishonor. 

“Don’t call me in the morning,” he said to his 
servant, and when he made this remark he had 
probably decided upon suicide as the only solution 
of his difficulties. 

Capers D. Vance was a native of Arkansas, and 
was about 28 years of age. He comes from a highly 
respectable family, and his parents have for years 
lived near Fayetteville. The lieutenant graduated 
from West Point about five years ago, and was one 
of the most popular members of his o 

In the fall of 1888 he went to Fort Du Chesne and 
supervised some sawmill work. While there he 
strained his eyes by constant reading and came to 
Salt Uake for medical treatment. It was then that 
Vance first commenced to drink and the habit seems 
to have grown upon bim ever since, Until the affair 
of last fall, he was one of the most pupular meu of 
the Sixteenth. He was unmarried and had no rela- 
tions in this section of the country.

INFLUENTIAL citizens of New York are makin 
strenuous efforts to induce the German cavalry ap 
infantry bands, which are coming directly from 
Berlin to play at the Chicago World’s Fair. to stop 
ever to give a week’s performance at the Madison 
Square Garden. 

THE Post Office announces that letters intended 
to goto Japanand China by the Canadian route 
should be addressed simply via Vancouver and not 
via Montrea] and Vancouver, as this takes them 
through Montreal and out of the way, subjecting 
them to the risk of missing connection. 

THE Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is busil 
engaged in the preparation of the tables of outfit 
and allowances for tbe ships Lo be commissioned for 
sea service during the year, and hopes to have the 
new system, created by U.S. Naval Regulation Cir- 
cular No. 113, in full swing before very long. 

A sTRONG effort will be made to secure an amend- 
Ment to the pending deficiency bill for the payment 
of the Navy receiving sbip claims, which have here 
tofore been certified to Congress, but were cut o 
by the Chandler clause of limitation. The initia- 
tive bas been taken by Senator Voorhees. He has 
introduced a resolution calling upon the account- 
ing officers for a list of the pendiog claims, 

THe daily papers report that the Emperor of Rus- 
sia bas decided to dispatch a large squadron of war- 
ships to the United States to take partin the naval 
display, which is to be arranged in Hampton Roads 
to celebrate the opening of the Chicago Exbibition. 
This squadron wili call at Cherbourg or Brest asa 
compliment to tne French Government, and the 
ships are also to visit the Dukeof Edinburgh at 
Devonport. The squadron will be really command- 
ed by Admiral Karoakoff, but isto be poy 
under the commusnd of Grand Duke Alexis, Lo 
High Admiral of Russia; and among the officers will 
be Grand Duke Alexander Michaeloviteh, who is 
betrothed to Grand Duchess Xenie, elder daughter 
of the Czar. 

THE annual report of the Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Navy Mutual Aid Association bas just been 
issued, and contains an unusual amount of interest- 
ing and valuable matter. Among its most valuable 
tables is one showing the annual death rate for the 
Navy and Maripve Corps for tbe period between 1860 
and the present time, and it will not a little surprise 
many to ficd that the per centage of deathe is some- 
what less than among civilians of the same average 
ages. A very valvabie table is also the one showing 
the dates of death of those belonging to the associa- 
tion with tbe amounts each had paid before becom- 
ing a bent ficiary aud giving also the offi.-ial cause of 
death. Paymr. Rand bas donea vast deal of hard 
work, and bas labored successfully for the welfare 
of the association. Under the operation of the by-

, DHE Japanese appear to have followed the maxim 
peppy wise and pound foolish” ia ordering their 
i vessels in France. The Unebi Kan went to 
the bottom with all hands. The Chishima Kan, a 
socpese gun vessel of 753 tons, 5,000 norse power, 
21 knots maximum speed, has been lost with 70 
or 80 of her men. The P. and O. 8s. s. Ravenna, witn 
which the gun vessel came into collision, picked up 
her captain and engineer, but she was herself badly 
damaged, and bad to put into Nagasaki for repair. 
There seems also to be some doubt as to the exact 
whereabouts of the Maxsushime. The Yoshino, a 
Japanese steel cruiser receatly launched at Eis- 
wick, is 360 ft. long and 46%¢ ft. broad. She bx« a 
mean draught of 17 ft., and a displacement of 4 150 
tons. Over the machinery, boilers, magezines, aud 
steering gear there is a strong, steel, protective 
deck. The hull is subdivided throughout into nu- 
merous water-tight compartments. She carries 
1,000 tons of coal, which will enable her to have an 
exceptional radius of action at cruising speeds, It 
is expected that under forced draught the power of 
nearly 15.000 horses will be obtained, and a speed 
not far sport of 23 knots. She will be armed witb 
four 6-io. quick firing guns and eight 47 in. quick- 
firing guns, and there will be besides an suxilary 
armament of 22 3 pounder quis firing guns. Five 
torpedo tubes will also be carried.

END OF THE VESUVIUS TESTS. 


Tue Board appointed to test the torpedo tbrow- 
ing pheumatic tubes of the dynamite cruiser Vesu- 
vius have practically finished the trials, and while 
they have not made their report, the following are 
the conclusions they have reached : 

The tubes have shown phenomenal accuracy of 
fire both whiel the ship was under way and at rest. 
Accurate plotting of 31 shots at 2,000 yarde, from 
the starboard tube, showed that 24 would have 
5 La directly a sbip of the size of the cruiser 

ladelphia, and the remainder would have hit 
her below the water line. 

The Rapicff fuse, as now presented for trial, was 
not satisfactory, failing absolutely to detonate wet 
aun-cotton. hen slight changes necessary 
make the fuse work properly have been made, a 
10-inch torpedo, weighing 500 pounds and carrying 
200 pounds of wet gun cotton, can be delivered any- 
where between 1,000 and 2,000 yards with greater ac- 
curacy than can be given to any other torpedo, and 
the explosion of so great an amount of explosive 
will sink or disable any ship now afloat. 











VOLUNTEER BREVETS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


CoLONEL vy opposes volunteer brevets. He 
served as A. D. C. and in Provost Marshal General's 
Department during the war. He received three 
brevets. Cols. Shafter and Mason, Ist and 3d Infan- 
try, entered the volunteer service in ithe and Aug- 
ust in 1861, and served in the field till the end of the 
war. Toey received one and three volunteer bre- 
vets, Ool. Fry wants to be recognized as brevet 
= or-general conferred for “ faithful, meritorious 

distinguished services in the Provost Marshal 
General's Department during the war,” while he 
wants to deprive Cols. Shafter and Mason of the 
benefits of their volunteer brevets of one grade 
only won on the field of battle. Recognition of 
volunteer brevets can do no possible harm to any 
person or the Serviee. What can be the motive of 
this opposition ? 

The Colonel says that volunteer officers io civil 
hfe are pane ne Mew to wear the uniform and be ad- 
dressed by their highest brevet rank. So they are. 
But the voluoteer officer now in the Army, on the 
active or retired list, is not. It may be said that ua- 
officially and socially he is still entitled to 
unteer brevets. It need not be said chat 2 the volun- 
teer officer in the Regular Army, whether on the 
active or retired list, will usually receive only what 
he is officially entitled to. When on the retired 
list, and associating with civilians, he is very natur- 
ally known only by bis official title, so that — 
mere fact of entering the Regular Army deprives 
bim practically of all the benefits of bis volunteer 
brevet rank.

THE CLEVELAND CABINET. 

Mr. CLEVELAND on Wednesday evening an- 
nounced that he had completed his Cabinet, which 
is as follows: 

Walter Q. Gresham, of Indiana, Secretary of 
State. 

John G. Carlisle, of Kentucky, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Daniel S. Lamont, of New York, Secretary of 
War. 

Hilary A. Herbert, of Alabama, Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Hoke Smith, of Georgia, Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

J. Sterling Morton, of Nebraska, Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Wilson S. Bissell, of New York, Postmaster- 
General. 

Richard Olney, of Massachusetts, Attorney- 
General. 

The selections for the War Department and the 
Navy Department will certainly be satisfactory to 
the Services. We have already spoken of Colonel! 
Lamont; his long experience in Washington and 
his undoubted executive ability promise an able 
administration of the War Department. That it 
will be fair and impartial we have reason to be- 
lieve from previous experience with him and with 
Mr. Cleveland. It is too much, perhaps, to ex- 
pect that we should rid the Army of favoritism of 
all kinds, but our judgement is that the less we 
have of the old soldier element in control of the 
War Department the better it will be for the Ser- 
vice. Too close affinity with individuals biases the 
judgment, and when it comes to the Army it is the 
civilians who are most free from it. 

The choice of Mr. Herbert for the Navy Depart- 
ment isa peculiarly happy one, and his selection 
will be received with rejoicing throughout the 
Navy, toward which he has shown so friendly a 
disposition. He was born at Laurensville, S. O., on 
March 12, 1834, removed to Greenville, Ala., in 
1846, was educated at the University of Alabama 
and the University of Virginia, and was admitted 
to the bar just before the war. He entered the 
Confederate service as a captain and afterwards 
became Colonel of the 8th Alabama Regiment. He 
was disabled at the battle of the Wilderness, in 
1864. He removed to Montgomery in 1872, and in 
1876 he was elected to Congress. He was re-elected 
in 1878; 1880, 1882, 1884, 1886, 1888 and 1890. Mr. 
Hefbert was an active and able member of the 
House, and was for some time chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. 

Concerning him the New York Evening Post 
says: ‘‘ Representative Herbert has a broader 
knowledge of naval matters than any other Demo- 
crat in the House and has gained his acquaint- 
ance with them by hard work. This is the testi- 
mony of naval men generally, regardless of party, 
who have had to deal with Mr. Herbert in the Naval 
Affairs Committee. His report on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill, just out, pays a well deserved 
tribute to the success of the registration system for 
the employment of laborers in the Navy-yards, a 
measure which has not only added vastly to the ex- 
cellence of the work done there, but has kept the 
yards from being used with scandalous activity as 
political agencies during a campaign. His willing- 
ness to go out of his way to introduce this feature 
into his report, although its immediate effect 1s to 
compliment the Administration of a political foe, is 
a fair measure of the downright honesty and 
straightforwardness of the man, and bis fearlessness 
of the hostility of the cheap statesmen who are stil 
brooding over the decadence of the spoils system.” 








THE PROMOTION OF COLONEL OTIS. 


F RESIDENT HaRRISON has kept the promise made 
nearly a year ago that Colonel E. S. Otis, 20th In- 
fantry, should be appointed a brigadier-general 
during the present Administration. The nomina- 
tion was made to the Senate, vice General Oarr, on 
Monday last. It is understood that the President 
seriously considered the recommendation of Gen- 
eral Schofield for the appointment and immediate 
retirement of Colonel Carlin, but fearing that the 
dissatisfaction created by General Oarr’s involun-

tary retirement might result in opposition to Colo- 
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el Carlin’s nomination and thus endanger the 
pances of Colonel Otis’s appointment, it was con- 
jaded to fulfill the promises made to the friends of 
he latter without further delay. 

While it is probable that the friends in the Senate 
pf General Oarr will have something to say against 
he action of the Executive in forcing the vacancy 
o which Colonel Otis has been promoted, there 
vill be no Opposition to him personally, and his 
onfirmation will undoubtedly follow. His brilliant 
ecord makes his appointment in every way a fit 
bne and he should be promptly confirmed. We 
have expressed our sympathy with the view Gen- 
pral Carr has taken of soldierly honor in his protest 

gainst his retirement. But he should stop there. 
or him, or for his friends in the Senate, to antagon- 
ze the promotion of Colonel Otis will do no good, 
nd it will certainly lessen the dignity of General 
Jarr’s present position. Whatever may be thought 

s to the propriety of his enforced retirement the 
President was undoubtedly with his legal tight in 
prdering it, and Colonel Otis is in no way to blame 
or it. Whatever the merits of others, there can be 
no question as to those of Colonel Otis. He is a 
yood soldier, he has earned his promotion, and 
pveryone should réjoice at his advancement; in 
spite of the regret that will be universally felt at 
he failare of Colonel Carlin to receive his much de- 
served reward. 

Anticipating that the next Administration will 
make & rearrangement of Department commands, 
he new brigadier-general will probably not be as- 
igned to a command during the present Adminis- 
ration. During the coming spring a general 
hanging about among the brigadier-generals and 
assistant adjutants- general may be expected. 
































Tre Columbian Naval Review will have its draw- 
backs if our naval officers are expected to provide 
for the entertainment of foreign guests. Our offi- 
ers are hospitable and generous, but there are 
imits to even a naval income with its potentialities 
of prize money. When Admiral Farragut went 
abroad in command of the European Squadron, just 
after the war which made his great reputation, he 
expended all of the modest accumulations of a life 
ime in responding to courtesies everywhere ex- 
tended to him by royal personages, and others of 
the highest rank and position, who could not be 
taken into a corner and treated to crackers and 
cheese. General Hancock had a similar experience 
4 few years before his death. It is not right to 
force 4 man, because he isin a public position, to 
pay the National debt out of his own pocket, even 
tothe extent of providing hospitalities which are 
demanded of him, not in his personal but in his offi- 
cial capacity.

D. Parker. In addition to the above there are 
eleven officers who have been found physically dis- 
qualified for promotion, but cannot be letired until 
vacancies occur in the grades above them, so as to 
Permit them to retire with the increased rank al- 
lowed by law. 











We shall have to revise our opinion concerning 
the “‘ Ladies’ Union Mission School” if it is to make 
i'8 annual reports the medium for such untruthful 
aud slanderous statements concerning the Army as 
that appearing in the last annual report, as coming 
ftom an Army chaplain, whose name and post are 
discreetly withheld.

“You could bardly finda more needy field for your 
work than the U. 3, Army; afield sadly neglected, 
4Qd almost entirely overlooked by the Christian 
Yorld.

Think of 
seventy Army Rarrisons going the year round, year 
after year, without a single religious agen cy o- pri- 
vilege; soldiers spending the whole of their Army 
Xperience without the possibility of attending a 
religious service! Think of Army officers, spending 
with their families a life-time, without religious 
privileges, scarcely ever attending a religious ser- 
vice! Only thirty-four chaplains to one hundred 
Army garrisons!” 

The writer of this may bea chaplain, but what 
he says is totally untrue all the same, as every one 
familiar with our Army can testify. They are not 
all Havelocks, but the average of religious senti- 
ment is quite as high among them as in 
T any community, or even as among the thirty-four 
chaplains who are here untruthfally presented as 
their sole source of religious instruction. At every 
garrisoned post in the land religious exercises of one 
Sort or another are going on in the household and 
the closet or in such more open manner as may be 
practicable. And with regard to the lament, “Only 
thirty-four Army chaplains to one hundred Army 
Sarrisons,” it is only a few weeks ago, in a para- 
graph referring to a sick leave granted to a post 
chaplain in the Department of Arizona, we found 
occasion to say: ‘: This makes four out of the six 
chaplains assigned to the Department of Arizona

He 
then went aboard his tug and returned to Washing- 
ton while the Carroll carried the New York party 
back to the city. Aside from the hoisting of the 
flag and a salute from the fort there was no public 
ceremonies but two brief speeches, one by 
Bourke Cochrane, M. C., and the other by 
the President. All the same, the New York 
bas been admitted to American citizenship,

REUGNT DEATHS. 

Rear ADMIRAL AuGustus LUDLOW (Case,! U,'g, 
Navy, retired, a veteran of two wars, witha most 
distinguished record, died Feb. 17, at his home in 
Washington, D.C. He was boraat Newbur »N. Y., 
Feb. 13, 1813, and was appointed midshipman in 1828, 
He was actively employed on various cruises and 
expeditions until the Mexican War, being then a 
Lieutenant, and took Part in the capture of 
Vera Cruz, Alvorado, and Tobasco. He bad charge 
of the beach and superintended the landing of the 
troops, ordnance, and scores for the investment of 
Vera Cruz. After the brig Porpotse had subjected 
Laguna ‘Lieutenant Case was despatched in a 
“ bungo,”’ having one of the Porpoise’s guns in the 
bow, and with twenty-five men he moved up the 
Palisada River to the town of the same name, which 
he captured and held fora fortnight against a large 
body of cavalry. In 1855 he was promoted com- 
mander and in 1861 was assigned as Fieet Captain of 
the North Atlantic Blockading Squadron under 
Commodore Stringham. He contioued with this 
fleet for two years under successive commands, tak- 
ing partin the capture of Fores Clarke and Hat- 
teras and Roanoke Island, In the attack on Sew- 
ell’s Point, in May, 1862, he landed from his tug at 
Craney Island, which was heavily fortified, and 
bauled down a large rebel flag. His career until the 
close of the war, distinguisoed for zeal and ability 
of the highest order and after the war until retired 
Feb. 3, 1875, as Rear Ad miral, which grade he attained 
in 1872, he maintained the same unbroken 
which, at date of retirement, gave to his credit a 
sea service of almost a quarter of a century, After 
retirement he made Washington his home and was 
noted for his charitable deeds, A correspondent 
writes: ‘*‘ When he found persons worthy he was a 
most generous provider, stocking households with 
coal and wood, market and grocery goods, blank- 





ets, shoes and clothing, and providing medical at. 
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tenflance when it was needed. About two vears 
ago his youngest son was drowned in a storm off the 
Rhbede Island coast. This loss greatly saddened the 
Admiral’s life, and he kept in retirement for some 
time. His own affliction, however, stimulated his 
sympathy for those in distress, and when he resum- 
ed his work among the poor it was on a scale more 
generous than before.” He leaves a widow and a 
son. The remains were taken to Newport, R. L., 
where they were interred privately February 20, 
there being no naval display. The funeral party 
accompanying the body to the grave were Capt. E. 
O. Matthews, U. 8S. N.; Lieut. W. H. Schuetze, U. 8, 
Navy; Dr. Jenkins, Lieut. Hodgkinson, R. I. Nat- 
tonal Riles, and Messrs. Deering and Case. 

Mason Henry A. HAampreient, U. 8. Army, re- 
tired, a gallant veteran, died February 19, 1893. at 
his home in Lancaster, Pa., aged seventy-four. The 
deceased officer saw service in the Mexican War, 
first as a noncommiesioned officer and then asa 
lieutenant of Pennsylvania Volurteers, and was 
mustered out July 12, 1848. He went.to the front in 
April, 1861, as Captain of the lst Pennsylvania [n- 
fantry, was appointed Captain of the llth U.S. 
Infantry May 14, 1861, was appointed Colonel of th® 
79th Pennsylvania in October, 1861, and served with 
distinction during the war, receiving the brevet of 
Brigadier-General of Volunteers for his meritorious 
services, and the brevets of Major, Lieutenant Col- 
onel and Colonelin the regular establishment for 
his gallantry at Murfreesboro, Chickamauga, and 
during the Atlanta campaign. In January, 1869, he 
was promoted Major of the 324 U.S. Infantry, the 
following March was transferred tothe 19th U.S. 
Infantry and on May 6, 1879, he was retired from ac- 
tive service for disability incurred in the line of 
duty. The death of this veteran officer will be 
deeply regretted by many friends and comrades. 


In Orders No. 24, Headquarters U.S. Military Aca 
demy, West Point, N. Y., Feb. 15, Col. Wilson, 
Superintendent, says: 


It becomes the painful! duty of the Superintendent to an- 
nounce to the officers and cadets of the U.8. Military Aca- 
demy, the death of Prof. Wm. H. C. Bartlett, colonel, U. 8. 
Army, retired. * * As an sutbor be steod in the front 
rank of the ablest scientific writers of his day, and his em. 
inent ability was recognized by Princeton College and 
Geneva College, the former conferrirg upon him the de- 
gree of A. M. and tbe latter thatof LL.D. He was one of 
the corporators of the Nationa! Academy of Sciences and a 
member of several otber scientific associations, From 1871 
until 1879 be was Actuary of the Mutual Life Iosurance 
Company of New Ycrk. For m: re than a third of a century 
he presided over the important Depertment of Natural and 
Experimental Philosopby of the U.8. Military Academy, 
and in 1857 with distinguished ability he established it on 
that bigh scientific which bas ever since been its 
marked teature. The scientific attainments of the gradu- 
ates of West Point during bis professorship are the legiti- 
mate fruits of bis great analytical power, his capacity for 
investigation in the bigher domain of science, and bis un- 
doubted ability as an in-tructor—the tbree salient elements 
of his mental characteristics. An accomplished scholar, an 
emiocent scientist, a courteous gentleman, an earnest, faith- 
ful, loyal soldier and citizen, he bas left behind him a re- 
cord for integrity and devotion to duty of which his Alma 
Mater may well be proud. 
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Mr. Witt1AM H. MELVILLE, of the Texas State 
Geologicai Department,a brother to Chief Engr. 
George W. Melville, U. 8. N., dropped dead Feb. 18 
on the street in Austin, Tex., of heart disease. 


Mr. JAMES READE KEARNY, 8 brother of the Jate 
Gen. Philip Kearny, U.&. A., died Feb. 22, at the 
Windsor Hote!, New York City. He bad for 56 years 
been in the employ of the New York Life Insurance 
= Trust Company, and since 1869 bad been its sec- 
retary. 


PROFESSOR ARTHUR T. Woops, formerly professor 
of Mechanical Eogineering ar [llinois State Uni- 
versity and later Professor of Dynamite Eogineer- 
ing at Wasbington University, St. Louie, died at 
Chicago this week. He entered in the Naval Acad- 
7 asacadet engineer in 1876, was graduated in 
1880 and afterwards resigned.

GENERAL ABRAM 8S. DALLY, the oldest survivor in 
the vicinity ot New York, of the war of 1812, died 
at the bome of bis grandson, in Brooklyn, Feb. 15. 
Gen Dally was in his ninety-eighth year, and until 
recently bad been in very geod health. Mr. Dally 
was born in New York City, Aug. 12,1795. He served 
during the War of 1812 in the 11th N. Y. State Artil- 
lery and afterwards on the U. S. revenue cutter 
Alert. After the war he engaged unsuccessfully in 
business acd then became a Pension Agent. r.

the Directors of the War of 1812, held Aug. 1, 1892. 


COLONEL GEORGE RUSSELL WADLEIGH, who died 
in London on Feb. 1, * was," says the New York 
Tribune, “‘one of the youngest, bravest and most 
loyal ufficers who faced the cannon’s mouth on the 
battlefields of the War of the Rebellion. He served 
on the staffs of Generals Burnside and Willcox, 
through the seven days’ batties of the Wilderness 
and many others. 


He afterwards went to Europe, 
fought through the Franco-German War and with 


the Carlist uprising. Be received many serious 
wounds, from the effects of which and exposure to 
alien climates be never entirely recovered. He re- 
cently visited bis native land, and was for several 
months, the guest of his former commander, Gen. 
Willoex, at the Washington Soldier’s Home. 
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SLOWLY, but surely, the promivent military lead- 
ers of the war, on either side, sre passing away. 
This week we bave to announce the death of one of 
the most prominent Generals of the Confederate 
Army, formerly an officer of the U. 8S. Army—Pierre 
Gustave Toutant Beau , the last survivor but 
one of the Confederate military leaders who at- 
tained the rank of full General. He died Feb. 20, of 
heart failure, at New Orleans, the city near which 
he was born. May 28, 1818. He entered the Military 
Academy in 1834, was gradated—second in bis class 
—in 1888, and was promoted to the 1st Artillery, and 
a few days afterwards tothe Corps of Eogineers. 
He served with ability and gallantry during the 
Mexican war and received the brevets of captain 
and major for gallantry at Contreras, Churubusco 
and Chapultepec. In 1853 he was promoted captain 
and served mainly in the South, until Jan. 23, 1861, 
when he was detailed Superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy, held the position until Jan. 28, and 

gned Feb. 20, 1861. He offered his services to the 
Oonfederacy, soon attained high rank, and from 
that time forward until the close of the war his re- 
cord as a Confederate leader is a matter of history. 
After the war he was engaged as a civil engineer, 
in 1866 was offered the chief command of the Army 
of Roumania but declined, and remained in New 
Orleans, one of its most honored residents. He was 
Adjutant-General o” the State of Louisiana for some 
time and held other prominent civil positions. His 
name has been associated for many years with the 
Louisiana State Lottery. Gen. Beauregard was a 
man of charming personality, and bis death has 
been the occasion of many demonstrations of re- 
spect and affection throughout the South. The body 
lay in state this week at New Orleans, and tbe 
funeral took place on Thursday with impressive 
solemnities.

he Commissary General, upon examining the document, 
discovered its true purport and returned the paper to the 
honorable the Secretary of War, with the information that 
the kind of bread for which the requisition had been made 
was not included in the Regular Army bill of rations, 

In due time the curious document was transmitted to 
Genera! Ruger, commanding the Division of the Pacrfte, 
with instructions to investigate the facts connected with 
the alleged spiritual famine at Angel Island, and to report 
whether any relief could be entended to the soldiers who 
were hungry for the “ bread of life.” 


The result was an order to the chaplain at the 
Presidio to hold a semi-monthly service at Angel 
Island alternating; with clergymen from San Fran- 
cisco. This compels the captaw and crew of the 
Q. M. steamer McDowell to lose their Sunday off, 
and at the service on Sunday, Feb. 12, according to 
the Call, out of a population of 700 only eleven per- 
sons wore in attendance, and these included four 
civilians who went over in the boat with the chap- 
lain from Sap Francisco.

Tbe Vienna correspondent of the Standard is in- 
formed tbat the experiments undertaken to test the 
yse of smokeless powder with the Austro-Hungarian 
steel-bronze field guns bave given complete satisfac- 
tion to the wilitary authorities. Consequently, it 
will not be necessary to change the pattern of the 
field artillery, with the exception of some trifling 
giterativne, such as stronger friction fuses. The ex- 

riments were begun in 1890, and the difficulties 
ave only just been overcome. 





The Bethlehem Iron Works and the Carnegie 
Steel Co. were the only competitors for the 6,344 
toos of armor required for the new ships, bids for 
which were opened at the Navy Department Feb. 
14 The formal awards have not yet been made. Ac- 
cording to the bids, however, the Bethlehem Iron 
Works, which is so admirably equipped for the 
work, will receive the contract for nearly all the 
heavy armor. Their bids on all the classes on which 
they were the lowest axgregate $2,010,179, or $2,203, 
906 if Harveyized. The lowest bids of the Carnegie 
Company was principally for the thinner plates. 
On the classes on which they were the lowest their 
bids aggregate $1,636 195 for nickel steel, or $1,862,- 
89% if Harvey'z-d. Te lowest prices of each firm 
ranged from $525 to $650 per ton for nickel stee! ac- 
cording to shape of plate; Harveyized from $575 to 
3675 per ton. 


Tbe new German artillery is said to be the most 
territle war instrument ever produced. During the 
Franco-German War it was considered effective 
shooting if eplinters from a shell were thrown with- 
in a circuit of 40 or 50 paces, and seldom more than 
seven or eight men were wounded. The new weapon 
bas much greater destructive power. Fxperiments 
made coon interested the experts, the Kaiser being 
present. The first shot, fired at a target placed 50 

aces from 8 wood, missed the target, but ploughed 
ts way through the wood for 1,500 feet. Soon after 
a large area of the wood was seen to be ablaze. 
The shell was charged with a powder, the composi- 
tion of which is the secret of the German Govern- 
ment. The splinters of a shell burst by the new 
powder cover acircle of 900ft. A shell fired at an 
enormous target, covered it with thousands of holes. 
A battery of the new artillery would, it is asserted, 
anvibilate an entire division, once the range was 
found. The barrel of the new guns is made of cast- 
steel. The calibre is eight centimetres, and the 
total weight of the gun, limber, and carriage is 
slightly less than at present. The mobility of the 
field artillery will thus be increased enormously. 
The new arm is loaded and fired in one-third of the 
time required in working the old gun, and the effect 
and precision are almost double. The carriage and 
limber is of iron and ironplate. The carriage is 
supplied with a brake, which counteracts the recoil, 
the process of loading and firing being thus mater- 
ially simplified. The limber-box is open behind 
near the gun when in accion s0 that the projectiles 
can be served out from the limber and ammunition 
wagon with greater rapidity. Another important 
feature is the ammunition. Like the rifle cartridges, 
it consists of one piece. Ignition is produced by a 
“ready fuse,” and the four kinds of projectiles at 
present in use—sbell, explosive shell, shrapoel, and 
grape shot—give place to a uniform projectile 
which possess the combined characteristics of shell 
and shrapnel. Explosive shell alone is used. Thus 
the possibility of a gunner mistaking one projectile 
for another in the heat of battle is averted, while 
the loading, aiming, and firing, besides being 
quicker, is surer and unattended by danger. In 
short, the new German field-gun is simply an en- 
larged rifle. 








FOREIGN {TEMS. 


THE inauguration of the Corintb Canal has been 
fixed for April 23. Assoon as the canal is opened to 
the public La Compagnie des Messagerie Maritimes 
will establish a line for Patras and other ports of 
Greece. 

SEVERAL papers in Europe bave recently stated 
that the Czar of Russsia intends to assume the title 
of Emperor of Asia. The rumor, however, is not 
generally credited. 

Cpwarps of 1,400 specimen cycles are exhibited at 
the National Cycle Show, at the Crystal Palace, 
London. The exbibitors include the largest and 
most eminent cycle manufacturing firms in the 
kingdom. 

Tue former German Minister of State, Prof. Del 
bruck, in the ‘“‘Preussische Jahbrbucher,”’ argues that 
if the pending army bill should fail, the prestige of 
the Emperor and of the Federal Council, represent- 
ing the allied Sovereigns and Sovereign States of 
Germany, would be perhaps fatally and irretrieva- 
bly damaged. Nor can the bills be withdrawn at 
the present time without equally disastrous conse- 
quences. 

A FRENCH correspondent says: “* Gen. Delebecque 
(formerly commandant of 17th and 5th Army 
Corps), was drowned Feb. 1, at Vincelles. He was 
born March 28, 1824, g-aduated from st. Cyr in 1843, 
cOmmissioned 2d leutenant in the ‘ Foreign Le- 
gion,’ took part in several African campaigns, was 
Wounded before Sebastopol and at Magenta, dis- 
tinguished himself in Mexico, made prisoner at 
Bas, and on his release took part against the Com- 

une.” 





Tae London Army and Navy Gazette says: “ The 
past year has been in many respects a noteworthy 
one from an engineering point of view in the Royal 
Navy; it 1% a matter ior regret that the memories 
evoked by its name are so little satisfactory. Many 
ships have been completed and many epgipes bave 
been tried with varying measures of succees—ac- 
cording to official reports. But we may state at 
once that the machinery of no fighting ship has 
been subjected to such a test as to satisfy the pub- 
lic of its trustworthiness in time of emergency or 
of its capacity to keep the sea at a high speed for a 
week; still less as to what maximum speed for that 
Period it might safely be counted on to attain.”

It is the old story. Adjournment day near at 
hand, calendars crowded to overflowing with im- 
portant measures, appropriation bills in a back~- 
ward state, every member demanding a _hear- 
ing for bis pet measure—and the 4th of March 
arrives with nothing to show for all the talk and 
fuses except the appropriation bills. Army and 
Navy ation falls to the ground with the 
thousand other measures on the calendars of the 
two Houses. 

There is scareely any chance for any service legis- 
lation beyond the little contained in the appropria- 
tions bills during the remaininz week of the session. 

ad Messrs. Outhwaite and Her su ed in 
getting a night session for the consideration of 
measures reported from their respective commit- 
tees there would have been some chance for the Ar- 
tillery-Infantry Increase bill, the Revenue Marine 
Transfer bill and other military and naval measures 
in an advanced stage, but since the Committees on 
Rules denied the requests for this purpoee both 
gentlemen have abandoned all hope of the passage 
of any of the bills under their charge. 

Very little of interest to the Services has trans- 
pired during the present week. The conference re- 
port on the Army appropriation bill was adopted by 
the Senate on Wednesday after some discussion about 
the action of the Senate conferees in omitting from 
the bill the amendment reducing the rank of the 
Chief Signal Officer. The House agreed to the report 
on Thursdays. 

The Sundry Civil bill was passed by the Senate on 
Wednesday. All the amendments of interest to the 
Services reported by the Appropriation Committee 
heretofore noted in the JOURNAL were adopted, 
and in addition an amendment appropriating $100,- 
000 toward the construction of buildings at the new 
military post near Helena, Mont.

Tne following is the text of the bill just reported 
by the House Naval Committee concerning the vol- 
uotary retirement of neval officers after 30 years’ 
service: 

That section 1443 of the Revised Statutes be amended to 
conform to sections 148 and 162 of the Revised Statutes, 
and shal! read as follows: 

“Sec. 1443. When any officer of the Navy has been forty 
years in tne service of the United States he may be retired 
from active service by the President, upon his own applica- 
tion. When an officer has been thirty years ia service he 
may, upon bis owa application, in the discretion of the 
President, be so retired, and placed on the retired list." 


In his report on the above bill Mr. Herbert says: 


The purpose of the bill is to place naval officers on the 
same footing in so far as regards the right to retirement as 
officers of the Army. There are occasionally cases in which 
the interests of the Service would be promoted by the re- 
tirement of officers who, after an experience of thirty years, 
fiad themseives so ili-adapted to the Service that they 
would, if permitted, voluntarily retire, although they may 
be ag ny and mentally able to pass examinations en- 
titling them to promotion. At present such officers fisat 
along from grade to grade until the time comes when they 
can be retired under the forty years’ clause, thus blocking 
tbe way end impeding the promotion of better and more 
efficient junior officers who find the Service congenial to 
them and are really fitted for command. It is uoderstood 
that in the Ariny not many are found to take advantage of 
this thirty years’ provision, and it is presumed that this will 
be the case in the Navy. The operation of the law has been 
found beneficial in the Army, and the Secretary of the 
Navy has recommended the passage of this bill.

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ARMY BREVETS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Rererrine to your editorial in the edition of 
your valuable paper of Feb. 11, on the subject of 
making the volunteer brevets regular brevets, I 
say let them have the brevets; bat I would suggest 
that they all be made Generals. This invid- 
ious distinction, where by law they cannot be offic- 
ially addressed by brevet titles, is odious in the ex- 
treme to those seeking the favor of Congress.

ARTILLERY AND INFANTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


WE bave just read the provision of the Artillery 
and Infantry Reorganization bill, as reported to 
the House from the Military Committee. We have 
advocated a reduction of the number of infantry 
regiments to 20, but we supposed each to have a 
complete three battalion organization. There 
would then be only five colonels and five /ieutenant- 
colonels as supernumerary officers instead of 30 or 
70 or more. Why have 80 many supernumer- 

officers? Why not adopt an organization that 
will not cost the Government a cent more than, nor 
a* much as, it’s paying now? The twenty regiment 
organization would absorb all the supernumerary 
officers except the field officer. So would the 
twenty-one regiment organization if each regiment 
were given 12 or 14 lst lieutenante and 12 23 lieu- 
tenants, in other words a complete organ)Z stion. 

The “snake ia the grass” is still to be found in 
the shape of the proyision to allow the President 
(commanding general) to “ organize each regiment 
into such a number of companies and battalions, 
composed of such number of officers and men as he 
may desire or direct.” That means skeleton com- 
panies whevever the general commanding the 
Army may see fit. The substitute bill reported from 
the Military Committee has some good featurcs, but 
as a whole,together with the original Senate Lill (2170), 
should be opposed by all who are honestly in favor 
of the “ effisiency ” of the line of the Army, partio- 
ularly the infantry. If some of che things that 
have been done were, and that it is now proposed 
to do are, for the benefit of the efficiency of the 
Army, we would like to ask what there is, or will 
be, left for any one to do who wishes to impair its 
efficiency. It’s passing strange that the infantry 
cannot have a complete organization even with a 
reduced number of regiments. “ TWENTY.” 








THE CANTEEN QUESTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


REFERRING to your remarks about the canteen or 
exchange, in connection with Uol. Corbin's repens, 
permit me to say that the officers and men of the 
line are much more interested in this question than 
anybody else. The Army has looked on in aston- 
ishment for some years while the staff assisted the 
Secretary of War to reform it. 

We never knew how very bad we were until the 
Associated Press began announcing what wonder- 
ful things this or that adjutant-general was golog 
to change. Now, in all vandor, the canteen was 
started during tbée reform period, when young sol- 
diers were a little “ rattled” about getting so much 
encouragement to look upon their company officers 
as mortal enemies, and the new admupistration as 
their personal friends. 

Now, the canteens are fairly well established, and 
except where they have been poorly conducted, 
have been of great benefit in cheapening every- 
thing the men buy, and improving the messes very 


much. 

As to intoxication, it is susceptible of easy f 
that no canteen is responsible for any cases of deli- 
rium tremens, or prolonged sprees, and this is where 
all our troubles came when the traders 


away. 

AL this post there is little perceptible difference 
between pay day and any other day, and no one 
——- the value of the canteen since it keeps 

own prices of the trader and outside stores. 

The sentiment in favor of employing civilian bar- 
keepers is quite general, and perhaps civilian help 
y= be substituted throughout the canteen in the 

uture. 

Remember that enemies of the system are apt to 
be more active than its friends. The writer was not 
favorably inclined to canteens at first, but success 
and management have attended those which 
have come under his notice, and proven results are 
more valuable than abstract theori

THE TEN YEARS’ ENLISTMENT ACT. 


CHAIRMAN JosepH H. OutHwalits, of the House 
Military Committee, bas written the Kansas City 
Times in reiatiop to the substitute and the causes 
that brought about its adoption as follows:

When the Army bill came to tbe Houee witb the Senate 
amendments concerning re-enlistments [ bad it referred to 
the Committee on Military Affairs instead of moving non- 
concurrence, and thus placiog itat once into conference. 
This I did for tne purpose of baving the committee consider 
the important amendments put on by the Senate, The com- 
mittee invited the views of the Acjutant- General's office, 
whieb,as you know, controls the subject of enlistment. 
After a thorough consideration of the whole subject the 
Heuse committee concluded to recommend the following 






vate shall be re-enlisted, who has served ten years 
or who is over 35 years ef age, except such as have alread 
served twenty sears or upward, and excepting also, suc 
specially desirable privates as the Secretary of War shall, 
after inquiry, authorize to be re-enlisted for the positive 
benefit of the public service. -* : 
The House committee also recommended a concurrence 
in the amendment of the Senate increasing the pay of ser- 
g@eants, the purpose of the two amendments being to in- 
crease the importance of the non-commissiuned officers 
mentioned, and to add inducements for the enlistment of 
highly qualified men to compete for the distinction and 
emoluments attached to these places. You are probably 
aware that 20 per cent. of the usual complement of the en. 
listed men in our Army are non-commissioned officers and 
it may be fair to assume as a genera! military proposition 
that men who fail to reach a non-commissioned grade ip 
ten years are not especially desirable as soldiers, With the 
provision that in exceptional instances where the retention

of the opinion that not only the best interests of the Service 
but also of the nation would be conserved by the amend- 
ments, and moved to concur as above given.

Gen. Glenn in bis annual report for 1892 states that one of 
bis first aims in assuming office in 1889 was to get the Guard 
properly uviformed, which previously it was not, some com- 
— viog onlva fatigue dress and otbers ony full 
Tbe whole Guard is now supplied with a regulation 
uniform, both full dress and faticue. Gen. Glenn advocates 
the minimum standard from 32 to 40 men. 

The State Guard now consists of 32 companies of infantry 
organized into four regimenta, two unattached companies 
of ys of which one is colored, one troop of cqvenry. 
aod five divisions of naval artillery ‘organized into a batta 
ion. pumberivg in the aggregate (includinw officers of the 
staff departments) 2,036 officers and men. This is au increase 
of 450 over the number reported in 1891. The Guard to-day, 
for service, discipline and general usefulness is in better 
condition than ever known io the history of the State. 

“TI believe the day has come,” says Gen. Glenn, “when the 
State sees the importance of ha ving the arm of the Erecu- 
tive strengthened by baving a well organized militia. While 
Tam giad to say in our own State w* bave not had to call 
upon the Guard except in a few instances, when they re- 
sponded most cheertully and their very presence prevented 
further trouble, still in other States during the current year 
the necessityand usefulness of the Guard bas been con 

nary & shown, and in every instance the Governor of the 
State has been able to restore order by use of the military 
of bis own State without having to call onthe United States 
Government for »esistance, as they have frequently bereto- 
fore bad todo, Tbe day of demagogues and small politi- 
ciars who have tried to ride into power by ridiculing the 
usefulness of the Guard is past. They have been buried in 
oblivion, where it is hoped they will ever remaia, and I sin- 
cerely hope the present General Assembly, composeu of 
men who have defeaded the Guard from slanderous at- 
tacks, will now enact such legisiation as will properly re- 
cognize the value of the Guard and s»mewhat compensate 
them for services rendered. The interest manifested in the 
Naval Reserve is still on the increase. There are five divi- 
sions located in the largest towns in the State, four of 
which are convenient to a9 water. The Secretary of the 
Navy bas loaned two breechloading 3 ip. rifles and bas pro- 
mised cutters, and, it is hoped, will be able to get a moni- 
tor. to be kept at Newbern or W'imington.”’
